Advantage Taken 
Ot The Farm 
Improvement Loans 


During 1946, 13,080 farmers ob- 
tained loans totalling nearly $10,- 
000,000 under the Farm Improvement 
Loans Act, A report covering the first 
full year’s operation of this Act was 
tabled in Parliament recently by the 
Minister of Finance, Honorable Doug- 
lass Abbott. 

Loans were made through , 3,160 
branches of the chartered banks for 
the improvement and development of 
farms and for the improvement of 
living conditions on farms, The in- 
terest rate is five percent simple in- 
terest per annum, and loans may be’ 
for periods up to ten years. The leg- 
islation aims at assisting particularly 
the average farmer wiio in-the past 
has not always been able to obtain 
bank credit for farm improvement 
purpoes, 

Farm implements and farm trucks 
account for $7,488,347 of loans made 
during 1946. These loans represent 
an actual sales volume of approxi- 
mately $12,500,000, From informa- 
tion available it is reasonable to as- 
sume that practically all farm  im- 
plement sales in Canada requiring 
financing are now being financed 
either ‘through loans obtainable under 
The Farm Improvement Loans Act 
or througi: regular bank loans, ‘The 
result should be a substantial saving 
to the farmer not only in the pur- 
chase price of his farm implements 
but also in finanve charges and in- 
terest rates previously prevailing for 
this type of financing. 

Included in the tota] are loans to 
1,008 farmers to clear and break an 
estimated 50,000 avres of new land, 
mostly in the pioneer sections of | 
western Canada, 
tion and breeding stock accounted for 
803 Joans totalling $190,937, 

One of tie most important classes 
of loans is that for the construction, 
alteration and repair of farm buiid- 


ings including farm dwellings and 
separate houses for farm help, As 
thd supply of materia] and labor 


becomes more adequate, it is expected 
that loans for these purposes will he 
greatly expanded, 

As shown in the following table, 
the act has been particularly suc- 
cessful in the three Prairie provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatehewan and Alber- 
ta;

grapefruit, oranges, lemons, pineapple 
and banans at surprisingly low levels, 
Year round fruits and vegetables that 
keep us healthy and happy. 

Never was the need more urgent, 
than at the present time that Canada 
keep meat supplies going overseas, 
England's factories are working, ove! 
time to build up their export trade 
that was sacrificed during the war, 
and working men _ need good food to 
give them energy for this type of 
speeded up work, 

For in Britain the pirture is still 
black, The coldest winter within 
memory, the worst floods ever ex 
perienced, farm lands under wate, 
fields of fall wheat and barley com- 
pletely destroyed, they-lost over two 
million sheep alone, whict: is a catas- 
trope in a country that depends so 
much on its sheep and mutton for 
human food, We must not let our 
commitments to Britain down, Even 
now they only get 25¢ worth of meat 
a week per pei'son which works out 
to a few ounces, tiiey have no sub- 
stitutes like we have, A couple of eggs 
a month a few potatoes a few, vey- 
ctables high priced and scarve, low 
rations of butter and fats, rationed 
bread,low milk rations, food allow- 
ances that the average Canadian 
would starve on. We have such a 
lot of meat substitutes that it is no 
Hardship to have a meatless day a 
week or even two. We have an abunit- 
ance of fresh eggs, a wide variety 
fish {chicken and other fowl at reason- 
able prices, cheeses of every descrip- 
tion, fresh and stoned vegetables, rich 
dairy products, baked beans, fried or 
creamed musrooms,, macaroni, vream- 
ed fish, cheap and abundant vanned 
goods, sea foods in scores of varie- 
ties. 

No home in Canada was ever hit by 
a bomb. No man ever went to a con- 
centration camp or worked at slave 
labor, no one disappeared, no village 
was burned to the ground, no city | 
blasted from its foundations, So dur- 
ing the summer month use meat sub- 
stitutes as much as ever you can, the 
family will co-operate and understand, 
It’s such a little thing to do for our 
fellowmen, The world is getting 
smaller every day, our neighbors no 
longer live on the next street, they 
live on tie next continent.

In accepting the plan on behalf of 
the Alberta Hospital, Mr. L, Adshcad, 
secretary treasurer of the associa- 
tion, said: “ We feel that the Can- 
adian Red Cross are offering a won- 
derful service to hospitals and to the 
people of Alberta.” 

To understand the extent of the 
Society’s Blood Transfusion Service 
it is necessary to look back to 1901--- 
the year Dr, Landsteiner disvovered 
the existance of human blood groups, 
This discovery, for which he was 
awarded the Nobel Pride in 1930, will 


always rank as one of _ science’s 
greatest contributions to human 
knowledge. 


Life saving possibilities of the 
service can be drawn from the 1944 
accident mortality figure in Canada 
when over 6,800 civilians met vio- 
lent deaths, Many of these lives would 
have been saved by immediate blood 
transfusion therapy such as the Red 
Cross will offer in the future, 

The Associated Hospitals of Alberta 
represent all avtive treatment hospi- 
tals in the province, ranging in size 
from ten to 650 beds, The Red Cross 
will supply both whole blood and 
plasma for distribution absolutely 
free to all the above hospitals, and to 
the hospital patients, 

The service is expected to begin 
operations in July with a main 
depot in Edmonton and sub-depot in

It should be fully realized now that the framing of 
the peace treaties and the deliberations of the foreign 
ministers when they meet may have the most far- 
; More Support reaching effects on the lives of the people here and 
in every country. It is extremely doubtful, however, whether they do arouse 
the interest they should and whether the leaders who must settle the tre- 
mendous problems of the day, have behind them the force of united and de- 
termined public opinion which could be a real factor in building a better 
world, Against the pessimism of these times there stands the United Nations 
Organization, which is a monument to the ideals for which the war was 
fought, and which is working steadily to establish the understanding and 
trust among people which are essential to world peace, Two years is a short 
time in which to accomplish the ideals toward which the U.N.O., is working.

Lived For 137 Years 


RUIDOSO, N.M. — Out of this 
southern New Mexico mountain re- 
sort country came the story of a 
Navgjo Indian, Francisco Saiz, reput- 
ed to be 137 years old—and possibly 
the oldest living human being in 
North America. 

The account came from a reporter, 
Mary Nell Taeger of the Ruidoso 
Weekly News, who interviewed Saiz 
and said she was convinced of his 
age. 

She found Saiz living on a small 
farm near out-of-the-way Arabella, 
N.M.;'40 miles northeast of here. 

The old man makes his home with 
Simon Sanchez, 74, who related that 
his family, first became acquainted 
with Saiz‘as a middle-aged man in 
the 1860s. The Navajo has been a 
family retainer since, serving San- 
chez’ mother until her death at 115 
and remaining thereafter with the 
son,

Irrigation Plans , 
For The West 


MEDICINE HAT.—Formulation of 
plans which it is hoped will lead to 
increased irrigation throughout west- 
ern Canada, with a resultant rise in 
productivity of the land, was discuss- 
ed here at a meeting which saw the 
birth of a new reclamation associa- 
tion for western Canada, 

At present taking in only Alberta 
and Saskatchewan the organization 
will hold another meeting in Leth- 
bridge July 11-12 at which Manitoba 
and British Columbia will be invited 
to participate. 

Concerned with seeing that farm- 
ers can produce crops under as fay- 
orable conditions as possible, the as- 
sociation’s main objective will be to 
strive for extensive irrigation 
throughout regions in the west where 
proper water channeling can greatly 
increase output. 

The need for an organization which 
can effectively work towards increas- 
ed soil fertility was indicated recent- 
ly through statistics by Dr. A. G, Mc- 
Calla of the University of Alberta. 
He -said that during the period 
stretching from 1921 to 1943 drought 
struck southeastern Alberta 50 per 
cent, of the time. 

Through proper irrigation it has 
been estimated that drought years 
can be eliminatede and farmers, 
through selective crops, can greatly 
increase the income they would be 
making even in normal years. 

Instead of grossing approximately 
$20 an acre from a dry land wheat 
crop farmers could gross between 


| $120 and $360 an acre on watered 


land raising vegetable canning crops 
and from $125 to $225 raising sugar 
beet crops.

Maintaining Soil Fertility 


Our prairie soils have lost much 
of their natural soil fertility through 
continuous cropping and soil erosion 
The grain and straw from a twenty 
bushel crop of wheat contain mineral 
elements valued at about. $10.00. 
The growing crop removes these 
elements from the soil. Unfortun- 
ately, soil erosion can cause an even 
greater annual fertility loss than 
this, 

What can be done about it? Well, 
losses of soil fertility in Western 
Canada can only be reduced if every 
farmer will follow certain definite 
practices which influence the fer- 
tility of his soil such as: proper 
tillage, crop rotation, and the use of 
manures and commercial fertilizers. 

Tillage. ‘The use of summerfallow 
practices which will kill weeds and 
store moisture without destroying 
the structure of the soil particles is 
important. However, the excessive 
tillage associated with fallowing one- 
half of the land each year (a one- 
crop system)@has a detrimental 
effect on soil structure, and eventu- 
ally leads to severe soil erosion— 
dust storms and gullies. 

Crop Rotation. The periodic use 
of grass-legume mixtures on different 
parts of the farm is an.excellent way 
to maintain and increake soil fer- 
tility. Grass roots bind the soil 
particles together, and legumes store 
nitrogen (an essential plant food) 
for the use of other crops. 

Manure, Well-rotted manure ap- 

lied at the rate of 10 tons per acre 
in a fertiliser value of over $20.00 
per acre. Few prairie farmers are 
making the best use of their farm- 
yard manure. 

Commercial Fertilizers. Phosphate 
fertilizers (11-48 Ammonium Phos- 
yhate) give the best results in the 
Pinck soil regions, particularly when 
applied with crops on summerfallow, 

‘or soils low in organic matter 
(eroded soils), however, and where 
all straw and stubble are worke 
into the land, applications of 16-20 
Ammonium Phosphate are required. 

If our prairie soils are to continue 
to produce food for human want, 
skillful soil management will be 
needed, more and more,*in the 
future. ° For information on_ soil 
fertility problems see your local 
Agricultural Representative, or write 
to the Soils Department of the 
University.
